Although police have a 
person in custody after 
the most recent “sleep- 
watcher” case, Paige 
Jenkins isn’t resting easy. 

“It could’ve happened 
to us if we had our door 
unlocked,” said the sec¬ 
ond-year Dalhousie Uni¬ 
versity student, who lives 
just a few doors down. 

“It’s happened so 
many times before, and 
there are copy cats. Just 
catching one person 
doesn’t necessarily mean 
that it’s over.” 

Jenkins’ roommate, 
Elizabeth Everett, only 
learned about the inci¬ 


dent after walking by the 
scene of the crime just 
before noon on Thurs¬ 
day. 

She said she knows a 
woman who lives in the 
apartment complex at 
6130-6132 South St., but 
couldn’t say if the inci¬ 
dent involved her friend. 

“It’s really scary to 
think about,” said 
Everett, just outside the 
police-tape boundaries. 

Vidia Zulkifli, also in 
her second year at Dal¬ 
housie, said the incident 
is a rude reminder of 
what can happen if doors 
are left unlocked. 

“We usually lock our 
doors and windows, but 
it makes us more aware 
that we have to protect 
ourselves and ensure the 
door is locked,” said 
Zulkifli, who also lives 
nearby.

In the approximately 20 
sleep-watching cases dating 
back to 2008, police re¬ 
ceived descriptions of a sus¬ 
pect but were not able to 
make an arrest. But this 
time the victim called po¬ 
lice quickly, and police re¬ 
sponded with a dog. 

“The help we received 
from a civilian witness led 
us to an area where we lo¬ 



cated the man in question,” 
Palmeter said. 

But as of late Thursday 
no charges were laid. 

Palmeter told reporters 
it’s too early to tell if the 
suspect is related to any of 
the previous incidents. 

“Certainly there are simi¬ 
larities and we are looking 


at this incident to see if it’s 
connected to others, but at 
this point we aren’t able to 
conclusively connect it,” 
Palmeter said.

Tips from the public were 
crucial to police laying a 
murder charge in the 
death of 32-year-old 
Shawn Andrew Mead. 

Police held a press con¬ 
ference Thursday to an¬ 
nounce they have charged 
Russell Matthew Beaver, a 
23-year-old from Halifax, 
with the second-degree 
murder of Mead, whose 
body was discovered in 
his Bilby Street residence 


on June 27. 

Police knew Mead had 
been dead for three to 
four weeks before he was 
found by a friend that 
day, but interviews with 
the public helped police 
determine exactly when 
the murder occurred. 

“Information provided 
by the public was essen¬ 
tial to the laying of 
charges and also helped 
investigators to deter¬ 
mine that the offence 
took place on June 5,” 
said RCMP Insp. Ken Goo- 
dine. 


Police said Mead died 
from multiple gunshot 
wounds and that Mead 
and Beaver knew each 
other. 

Police said the two men 
were not related but 
would not say how they 
were acquainted. 

Beaver was arrested at 
a Clayton Park residence 
at 9 a.m. on Wednesday. 

“This case illustrates 
that when members of 
the public come forward 
to police, it does make a 
difference,” Goodine said. 

Det. Sgt. Richard Lane, 


with the Halifax Regional 
Police, said eyewitness 
testimony played a key 
role in this case. 

“Violent incidents, par¬ 
ticularly those involving 
firearms, impact the 
sense of well-being in a 
community, and we hope 
this will help bring a 
sense of security to peo¬ 
ple living in the north 
end of Halifax,” Lane said 
Thursday. “We also hope 
the laying of charges will 
bring some sense of clo¬ 
sure to Shawn Mead’s 
family.” 


Accused 
makes quick 
appearance 
in court 


Russell Beaver, sporting a 
T-shirt, sweatpants and a 
hoodie, appeared briefly 
in Halifax provincial 
court on Thursday after¬ 
noon. 

The young man with 


tattoos on his arm and 
neck nodded and waved 
briefly to his family as he 
was escorted out of the 
room. 

Several members of his

A former RCMP officer who 
investigated the crash of 
Swissair Flight 111 off Nova 
Scotia says officials didn’t 
pursue his suspicions an in- 
cendiaiy device brought 
down the plane. 

Tom Juby, who was an ar¬ 
son investigator, alleges the 
Transportation Safety Board 
didn’t investigate that pos¬ 
sibility even after high lev¬ 


els of magnesium — a key 
ingredient in an incendiaiy 
device — were discovered 
in the cockpit area. 

“There was no opinion 
that there was such a de¬ 
vice, it was merely a suspi¬ 
cion,” Juby told The 
Canadian Press on Thurs¬ 
day from his home in New 
Minas. 

“We didn’t do a proper 


investigation. There was no 
criminal investigation 
done.” 

He said the basis of his 
suspicions hinged on un¬ 
usually high levels of mag¬ 
nesium, iron oxide and zinc 
found in the cockpit area, 
and that testing at the time 
couldn’t identify a natural 
source for the materials.

Denmark votes for woman PM 


Denmark has elected its 
first female prime minis¬ 
ter, ousting the right-wing 
government from power 
after 10 years of pro-mar¬

Near complete official 
results showed Thursday 
that a left-leaning bloc led 
by Social Democrat Helle

Make no mis¬ 
take: We have written his¬ 
tory,” the 44-year-old 
opposition leader told jubi¬ 
lant supporters.

For decades, the Fox 
family has shared the 
story of Terry’s determi¬ 
nation and courage. 

After losing a leg to 
bone cancer, he left his 
home near Vancouver 
for St. John’s in the 
spring of 1980. 

From there, the 21- 
year-old ran nearly a 
marathon a day for 143 
days, but was forced to 
stop outside Thunder 
Bay, Ont., when cancer 
recurred in his lungs. 

He died the next 
summer. 

Family matriarch Bet¬ 
ty Fox played the 
largest role in preserv¬ 
ing her son’s memory, 
said Fred Fox, Terry’s 
brother. 

This year’s Sept. 18 
run marks the first 
since she died in June.

Jason Ayer was just seven 
years old when he was 
diagnosed with a cancer¬ 
ous brain tumour, but the 
Toronto boy still remem¬ 
bers the exact day he 
heard the news:

Through 71 weeks of 
chemotherapy, he said 
thoughts of Terry Fox and 
his goal to run across 
Canada with a prosthetic 
leg helped keep his spirits 
up. 

“Terry has been my 
hero,” Jason said. 

“He didn’t let his cancer 
get in his way. 

“I was going through a 
little bit of the same thing 
(as Teriy). I didn’t have to 
get my limb amputated 
but I did have to go 


through the pain and 
chemotherapy.” 

Now in remission, the 
11-year-old is sharing his 
story with students in the 
Toronto area in advance of 
the annual Teriy Fox Run, 
the largest single-day can¬ 
cer fundraiser in the 
world.

Jason is brave enough to 
play. 

“It’s so important to 
have cancer survivors out 
there to share their jour¬ 
ney and show that re¬ 
search does work. They’re 
the living proof of the 
progress that’s being 
made,” Fox said. 

“Not many are that 
comfortable speaking 


about their experience, 
but Jason is so personable. 
He is willing to speak 
about it — and not afraid.” 

Jason tells how he cele¬ 
brated when he went into 
remission on June 6, 2009. 

“We had a big street 
party. We got a fireman to 
come and a magician and a 
bouncy castle,” he said.

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Libya opens its arms 

O Visit by western leaders gives boost to New Transitional Council 
O Release of assets to help revolutionists beat loyalist forces 


British Prime Minister 
David Cameron and French 
President Nicolas Sarkozy 
offered broad support for 
Libya’s new rulers Thurs¬ 
day, promising to unfreeze 
billions in assets and help 
in finding Moammar Gad- 
hafi, even as revolutionaiy 
forces attempted their first 
significant assault on the 
ousted leader’s hometown. 


The western leaders got 
a welcome worthy of rock 
stars from jubilant Libyans 
grateful for NATO airstrikes 
that helped turn the tide of 
the war in their favour. 

Staff at a hospital in 
Tripoli applauded the two 
men and schoolchildren in 
Benghazi wore T-shirts that 
said “Generations will nev¬ 
er forget the favours and 


support from Great Britain” 
and “Sarkozy: Benghazi 
loves you.” 

But tight security in both 
cities was a reminder of the 
fact that Gadhafi is still on 
the run and his supporters 
are holding out in three 
major strongholds, includ¬ 
ing his hometown of Sirte. 

Gadhafi’s spokesman, 
Moussa Ibrahim, chided the 


foreign leaders for their 
short trip, claiming that 
pro-Gadhafi fighters “are 
everywhere.” 

Cameron acknowledged 
the fight wasn’t over and 
pledged NATO would con¬ 
tinue to support the anti- 
Gadhafi fighters. His 
message for Gadhafi and 
the loyalists was: “It is over.

NATO and rebels 
keep fighting on 


NATO forces continue to 
go after the holdout loyal¬ 
ist forces in Libya. 

Airstrikes hit 24 targets 
on Wednesday, including 
several radar systems and 
surface-to-air missile sys¬ 
tems near Sirte, Bani 
Walid and Sabha as well as 
smaller holdouts Waddan 
and Zillah, the alliance 
said. 

Revolutionary forces en¬ 
tered Sirte’s outskirts 
Thursday in a surprise ad¬ 
vance on the pro-Gadhafi 
city, fighting resistance 
from loyalists. 

Ali Gliwan, a member of

said fighters crossed a ma¬

of the city and were met 
by rocket fire from Gad¬ 
hafi loyalists. 

The fighters advanced 
into the city centre, clash¬ 
ing with snipers and with 
members of an elite unit 
of Gadhafi troops barricad¬ 
ed in a leader’s residence, 
Gliwan said. He reported 
four fighters on his side 
had been killed and seven 
wounded. 

Gadhafi’s whereabouts 
remain a mystery, but his 
loyalists hold various pock¬ 
ets in central and southern 
Libya, the associated press

Britain’s universal 
jurisdiction law allows 
British courts to prosecute 
foreigners accused of 
crimes against humanity, 
no matter where the 
alleged crimes were com¬ 
mitted.

the law is rooted in the be¬ 
lief that certain crimes — 
such as genocide, hostage¬ 
taking and torture — are 
so serious that they must 
be addressed an 3 Avhere it 
is possible to do so. 

Under the new amend¬ 
ment ratified Thursday, 
private citizens can still 
pursue arrest warrants, 
but the government’s 
chief prosecutor must ap¬ 
prove them. Justice Secre¬ 
tary Kenneth Clarke said 
the change will ensure 
that “the balance is struck 
between ensuring those 
who are accused of such 
heinous crimes do not es¬ 
cape justice and that uni¬ 
versal jurisdiction cases 
are only proceeded with 
on the basis of solid 
evidence.” 

In the past, attempts 
have been made to obtain 
warrants to arrest visiting 
foreign dignitaries such as 
Hemy Kissinger, Chinese

O Sabotage is not suspected O ‘Our suspicion is that there was an 
explosion in the machine room,’ Norwegian acting police chief says 


An “intense” fire in a cruise 
ship’s engine room killed 
two crewmen Thursday, in¬ 
jured nine others and 
forced over 200 passengers 
to evacuate a popular cruise 
off Norway’s western coast. 
Police suspect an accidental 
on-board explosion. 

Thick black smoke bil¬ 
lowed from the stem of the 
boat, the MS Nordlys, even 
before it pulled into the 
dock at Aalesund, 375 kilo¬ 
metres northwest of the 
capital of Oslo. Police sealed 
off parts of the town as the 
smoke engulfed nearby 
buildings. 


The ship’s emergency 
evacuation began after the 
fire started at 9 a.m., with 
more than 100 passengers 
piling into lifeboats in the 
fngid waters. The rest of 
the ship’s 207 passengers 
and 55 crew were evacuat¬ 
ed at the dock at Aalesund, 
with some crew sta 3 dng on 
board to fight the fire. 

Aalesund Hospital said 
nine people had been ad¬ 
mitted, two with serious 
bums and smoke injuries. 
Police said all of the injured 
and dead were members of 
the ship’s crew.

The global economic tur¬ 
moil that roiled stock mar¬ 
kets around the world in 
August did little to dampen 
the Canadian housing mar¬ 
ket, which continued to 
show strong gains in sales 
and prices.

The Ford assembly plant in 
St. Thomas, Ont., closed 
Thursday after four decades 
and some eight million ve¬ 
hicles. 

With the closure, the last 
of 1,200 employees were 
thrown out of work. A 
decade ago, there were 
about 3,600 union mem¬ 
bers at the factory. 

The final sedan rolled 
out of the plant and with it 
the end of a 44-year history 
that included building Fair¬ 
monts, Pintos, Mavericks 
and other autos. The plant 
had been building full-sized 
sedans such as the Lincoln 
Town Car and Crown Victo¬ 
ria, but sales had fallen 
steadily for years. 

The workers have 
known since 2009 that the 


plant would close, but they 
had hoped it would stay 
open. The union and Ford 
have worked out compen¬ 
sation packages. 

A Ford spokesman said 


the company remains com¬ 
mitted to Ontario, having 
recently invested in its en¬ 
gine plant in Windsor and 
its assembly plant in 
Oakville, the Canadian press

A strong, silent type 

O Ryan Gosling is an intriguing man of few words in the action-packed Drive 
O Film is a tension-filled, artfully shot escape, with a great soundtrack to boot

Richard: Ned, Gosling isn’t 
the easy charmer of Crazy, 
Stupid, Love, he plays Driv¬ 
er like a coiled spring. 
There hasn’t been a lead¬ 
ing man this close¬ 
mouthed since Rudolph 
Valentino was the king of 
the silent screen. He’s a 
man of very few words, 
but his silence hints at an 
active inner life and his ac¬ 
tions certainly speak to 
having a past. It’s a brave 
and strange performance, 
either emotionally shut 
down, or simply cool-as-a- 
cucumber, take your pick. 

Ned: Definitely the strong 
silent t 3 Ape. But 1 guess if 


your best friend is a 
scheming, motor-mouthed 
deadbeat like Shannon 
(Bryan Cranston), you 
learn to keep your mouth 
shut. The expression 
Gosling has on his face 
most of the time seems 
just as likely to turn in to a 
smirk or have him burst 
into tears, making him fas¬ 
cinatingly impossible to 
read. 

But he certainly knows 
when to put his foot down, 
so to speak. As electrifying 
as Gosling’s toothpick- 
chewing Driver is, the per¬ 
formance that impressed 
me the most was Albert 
Brooks as former movie 
producer and current mob 
boss Bernie Rose. 1 never 
thought the sight of the 
star of Lost in America 
would fill me with dread, 


but there you go. 

RC: Albert Brooks walks 
away with the movie in his 
blood stained hands. 
Gosling, Mulligan and 
Bryan Cranston are all 
great, but the character 
you remember is the ex¬ 
movie producer-turned- 
gangster Rose. 

He delivers what may be 
the best bad guy line of the 
year. When Gosling’s char¬ 
acter refuses to shake his 
hand because his hands 
are dirty from working 
Rose says, “So are mine.” 
Great stuff. 

NE: The only real criticism 
I’d make of Brooks is his 
performance makes Ron 
Perlman’s character, 
Rose’s less well-spoken 
partner Nino, stand out for 


being so conventional. But 
that’s really about the only 
complaint 1 can put 
against the film. Every 
shot is artfully composed, 
and the tension-filled se¬ 
quences of Gosling waiting 
for his getaway driving 
gigs to begin will make 
you reconsider how long 
you can hold your breath. 
And the music — I’ve been 
listening to the soundtrack 
every day since it was re¬ 
leased last week. 

RC: It’s funny that a movie 
that values silence so 
much — there are 1-o-n-g 
pauses in the dialogue — 
has such a great sound¬ 
track, but there you go, 
just another surprising 
thing about an unconven¬ 
tional but intriguing 
movie.

O Metro’s Chris Alexander takes his son to The Lion King 
3D redux O Disney classic darker than remembered

Disney has gone back into 
their vaults and dusted off 
their 1991 classic The Lion 
King and given it a 3D over¬ 
haul, releasing it to screens 
anew. The film looks and 
sounds incredible but it’s 
not necessarily the audio / 
visual razzle dazzle that 
might strike many parents, 
rather, compared to the stu¬ 
dio’s more recent, consider¬ 
ably sunnier fare like Toy 
Stoiy, Bolt and Tangled, The 
Lion King is a much darker 
affair than you might recall. 
Something Jack can attest 
to. 

Jack is my 4.5 year old 
son, and I decided to take 
him along to the press 
screening, further exem¬ 
plifying the ‘circle of life’ 
theme of the film itself. I 
vividly recall watching The 
Lion King as a kid, the last 
gasp of my childhood be¬ 



fore adolescence con¬ 
sumed me whole and “car¬ 
toons” ceased to have 
appeal. So sitting in that 
darkened theatre. Jack by 
my side was surreal and 
rather l 5 uical, both of us 
humbled before massive 
projected 3D images of il¬ 
lustrated African savan¬ 
nah, tumbling fauna, stoic 
royal felines and red eyed 
predators. Jack was right¬ 
fully awed...but also more 
than a little bit upset. 

Maybe it was the core 
stoiy, a familiar early Dis¬ 


ney cocktail (think Bambi 
and Dumbo) that taps into 
the primal fear of losing a 
parent but couples it with 
the shock of murder, deceit, 
child abuse and the visceral 
jolts of slavering hyenas 
who eat everything in sight. 
It is a cuddlier Hamlet after 
all, something I obviously 
never noticed as a kid, and 
it has all the broad dramat¬ 
ic, Shakespearean strokes 
intact but with the added 
element of toothy lion bat¬ 
tles to the death... 

There’s no denying that 
The Lion King is every sin¬ 
gle inch a masterpiece. 

Still, parents of young 
children should be warned 
and reminded...this aint 
Mickey Mouse Clubhouse. 
“I loved it”. Jack said to me 
after lights went up. “But 
it was too sad when Sim- 
ba’s daddy died. And it was 
also a little bit scaiy ... and 
there were too many skele¬ 
tons ...”

The journey of Moneyball 
from a best-selling book to 
screen is nearly as dramat¬ 
ic as the story it tells, 
about Oakland Athletics’ 
GM Billy Beane’s use of un¬ 
orthodox scouting tech¬ 
niques to put together a 
winning team on a shoe¬ 
string budget. Before star 
Brad Pitt could step in 
front of the camera as 
Beane, he first had to deal 
with the dismissal of direc¬ 
tor Steven Soderbergh, 
whose version of the film 
made the studio nervous 
enough to halt produc¬ 
tion. Enter director Ben¬ 
nett Miller (Capote) — plus 
a rewrite by Aaron Sorkin 
(the Social Network) — 
and things were soon un¬ 
derway again. Here, Miller 
gives Metro a step-by-step 
guide on how to restart a 


project. 

STEP 1: IGNORE THE PAST 

There’s this whole back- 
stoiy which 1 was oblivi¬ 
ous to as it was 
happening. You know, 1 
didn’t really know any¬ 
thing until all of that went 
down. 1 was told more or 
less the history of what 
had happened and the 
condition of the movie 
and the problems that had 
occurred and most impor¬ 
tantly Brad’s determina¬ 
tion to get it made.

1 flew to L.A. and met with 
Brad, and we sat and had a 
long conversation about 
how to make the movie. 
STEP 5: DON’T WORRY 
ABOUT THE SCRIPT 
The book reports on 
[Beane’s backstoiy] with a 
kind of detail that no 
movie could possibly cover 
just because it’s a book. So 
the way that we ultimately

treated that stuff was in¬ 
vented very late and grew 
from a lot of improvisa¬ 
tion. 

STEP 6: UNDERSTAND THE 
MEANING OF LIFE 

The line from the movie 
that comes to mind is, 
“It’s an unfair game.” 
And life’s unfair, and 
that’s the truth. It’s just 
unfair. And how do you 
deal with that informa¬ 
tion? How do you manage 
that? It just seems to al¬ 
ways go that way.

Many may not realize how 
international their daily 
meals are. Ketchup was de¬ 
veloped from a Chinese 
sauce but got its name in 
Malaysia. Mustard began 
with the Romans but as¬ 
sumed its present form in 
France. Add to that list 
chutney, a condiment Eu¬ 
ropeans discovered in In¬ 
dia that has become 
popular worldwide. 

It usually consists of 
chopped fruits, vinegar, 
spices and sugar cooked 
into a chunky spread.

O Manager Kirk Gibson has led a mostly unheralded group to a surprise spot atop the National League West

From the ashes of two mis¬ 
erable years has risen the 
most surprising team of this 
baseball season. 

Just how the Arizona Dia¬ 
mondbacks became the 
runaway leaders in the NL 
West is a worst-to-first jig¬ 
saw stoiy where the pieces 
somehow fit far better than 
anyone could have predict¬ 
ed. That begins with manag¬ 
er Kirk Gibson. 

The Diamondbacks have 
acquired his team-first, 
grind-it-out, no-baloney 
mentality. Anyone ventur¬ 
ing to ask Gibson about in¬ 
dividual honours for his 
team does so at his own 
risk, especially any sugges¬ 
tion that he’s a shoo-in for 
NL manager of the year.

Matt Williams, 
third-base coach, and Eric 
Young, first-base coach. 

Gibson said he learned 
most from Sparky Ander¬ 
son, his Tigers manager. He 
will not tell players whether 
they are in the next day’s 
lineup, telling them to 
check when they arrive at 
the clubhouse. That way, he 
says, everybody is ready to 
play. 

“There’s no question it 
shows I have confidence in 
everybody on my roster. 
They all play,” he said. “I 
told you guys a long time 
ago, I love my roster. You’ve 
got to keep everybody 
healthy. You’ve got to keep 
everybody engaged.” 

Gibson, as any serious 


baseball fan knows, is re¬ 
sponsible for one of the 
most iconic moments in the 
game’s history, his 1988 
pinch-hit World Series 
home run for the Los Ange¬ 
les Dodgers when he could 
barely walk, leading broad¬ 
caster Jack Buck to famous¬ 
ly exclaim, “I don’t believe 
what I just saw!” 

The quote could well de¬ 
scribe these Diamondbacks.
